West Farmers 
Now Enjoying 
More Security 


CALGARY, Jan. 10—(CP)—From 
Ya purely materialistic point of 


view”, the average farmer on the 
western plains is more securely 
dug in and entrenched today than 
at any time previously, J. E. Brown- 
lee, KC, said here last night in an 
address to the United Farmers of 
Alberta annual convention. 

“THE DANGERS of land settle- 
ment are past”, he said, “the diffi- 
culties of readjustment are behind 
us and the past five years have 
witnessed very considerable recov- 
ery and consolidation”. 

In a review of the development of 
the west, Mr. Brownlee said of the 
first 12 or 13 years of this century: 
“It is probably true that no greater 
mass movement of peoples has been 
crowded into the same short period 
| in the history of modern times... 


The movement was largely unre- 
stricted and unregulated, and it is 
a miracle that serious problems of 
' a religious or racial nature were 
not left for future years. 

IN THE FOLLOWING years of 
adjustment the settlers borrowed 
heavily at prohibitive interest rates, 
and while their farms were cleared 
and put into cultivation they soon 
found themselves saddled with 
j debt. That was the outstanding 
problem of the west for 10 years, 
but by 1940 it had been brought 
under control. The high agricul- 
tural income of the years since then 
put the farmers back on their feet. 

Canada emerged from the war a 
great nation, said Mr. Brownlee, 
but confronted with problems dif- 
ficult in the extreme. Not the least 
of these is the financial one. 

BY MARCH 31, 1939, after 62 
years of existence and one major 
war, Canada had a national debt 
of about 3 1-3 billion dollars. Six 
years later it was 13% billion and 
by now was probably 15 billion. Due 
to lower interest, the burden of the 
debt had not increased propor- 
tionately but the interest load is 
now probably equal to the whole 
national budget of 1939, about half 
a billion dollars, 

Due to the heavy social service 
commitments of the federal govern- 
ment, the total peacetime expendi- 
ture of the Dominion will probably 
have to be kept up to the two bil- 
lion mark annually, he said, quoting 
expert economists,

| BY THE TIME TUNIS fell, the 
| Russians already were exploiting 
the Stalingrad victory and, though 
they still were a tong way from 
the German borders, they were 
solling forward into the Ukraine. 
Confronted by this situation, the 
American Chiefs of Staff wanted 
to invade and capture Sardinia, 
then abandon the Mediterranean 
theatre in favor of the earliest 
possible landing in Normandy. 
Against this, the British Chiefs of 
Staff argued that sufficient landing 
eraft for the Normandy landings 
could not be made available until 
the spring of 1944; that to shut 
down the Mediterranean theatre 
after merely capturing Sardinia 
would mean that, all through the 
autumn and winter, while the Rus- 
eians would be battling the main 
bulk of the German army, Britain 
and America would nowhere be in 
eontact with the German armies, 
MOREOVER, ONE OF the ob- 
Jects of the North African landings 
and the Mediterranean campaign 
was to knock Italy out of the war, 
and this still had not been accom- 
plished. If the British and Ameri- 
cans were not yet ready for a 
major continental landing, it was 
essential, if the enemy was to be 
progressively worn down, to open 
some secondary front where he 
would have to fight at a disadyant- 
age and which we could sustain 
wit® eomparatively limited re 
sources @f troops and shipping 
The ievasion of Laly was ideal: 


from this point of view. It offered 
solid hopes of the elimination of 
Italy. With the Mediterranean re- 
opened by the Tunisian victory, 
Allied shipping and supplies would 
be easy to maintain, while the Ger- 
mans would be limited in the 
forces they could deploy and sup- 
ply over the Alps. The disadvant- 
age of the narrow front, which 
limited manoeuvre, was in reality 
advantageous, since we were not 
yet ready to fight on an unlimited 
front, as we were a year later in 
France and the Netherlands. 

THE AMERICAN CHIEFS of 
Staff accepted the logic of this 
reasoning, and certainly today a 
majority of the high-ranking Ameri- 
can commanders would agree that 
the Italian campaign paid ample 
dividends, particularly in drawing 
off German strength and easing the 
task of General Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower on D-Day. 

Altogether, over 40 German divi- 
sions were ultimately drawn into 
Italy, This was a drain upon the 
German central reserves which 
was a considerable help to the 
Russians in the period of nearly 
one year which elapsed before the 
Normandy landings. From _ the 
Allied point of view, the Italian 
campaign was extremely econom- 
ical, and at all times we were 
engaging more German resources 
than we overselves were expending. 

The early capture of the Foggia 
landing grounds made it possible 
for the American Fifteenth Air 
Force to be brought in and for 
German war factories which hither- 
to had been immune to be sub- 
jected to very heavy attack. 

IF FINAL CONVINCING proof 
were needed of the vital contribu- 
tion of the Italian campaign to 
victory, it surely is to be found in 
the number of German troops who 
ultimately surrendered to Field 
Marshal Alexander. When the final 
German collapse came, more than 
1,000,000 Germans surrendered in 
one day—the largest single bag 
obtained by any Allied group of 
armies, 

Of course, the Italian campaign 
was not decisive in itself, but it 
seems certain that, when all the 
facts and figures are known, the 
military historians of the future 
will agree that the conception of 
the campaign was strategically cor- 
rect, that the campaign itself, over 
most difficult terrain, was bril- 
liantly conducted, albeit with 
strictly limited resources, and that 
it played an indispensable role in 
the general wearing-down of the 
enemy which was an essential pre- 
liminary to the success of the full 
major invasion,

Restoration of Japanese to full Can- 
adian citizenship and compulsory 
naturalization of all aliens were 
asked in two separate resolutions 
passed at the UFA annual conven- 
tion yesterday afternoon. 


THE CONVENTION ALSO voted 


to: 
Ask the provincial government to 
assist with the Red Deer river di- 
version irrigation project; 

Put a yellow line down the mid- 
dle of the hard-surfaced highways; 

Ask for better pay for Canadian 
scientists, to induce them to stay 
in Canada; 

Ask for better barbed wire and 
fencing tools. 

A RESOLUTION asking that 
CKUA the University of Alberta 
radio station, be denied a commer- 
cial license, was lost. One dele- 
gate said the CBC had already de- 
nied the license, and the resolutino 
was therefore out of date. 

One-half the revenue from the 
provincial gasoline tax and one- 
half from the sale of car and truck 
licenses should be returned to the 
municipalities for building and 
maintaining “side roads”, the con- 
vention also declared. 

IN THE DISCUSSION Jonathan 
Wheatley of Chancellor said the 
revenue from these sources last 
year was $6,000,000. Another ‘dele- 
gate said the farmers who use these 
side roads extensively and seldom 
use the main roads, co:®:ibute a 
large percentage of the $6,000,000. 

The convention amended a 
weather forecast resolution, making 
it read that the co-operation of 
Great Britain, Russia and the 
United States ought to be sought 
by Ottawa to get better weather 
forecasts for the prairies, plus 
more detailed forecasts for definite 
districts, 

Only one delegate opposed the 
resolution calling for the same 
treatment for Canadian citizens of 
Japanese ancestry as of any other 
ancestry, This resolution was spon- 
sored by the Lethbridge, Federal 
Association, in whose district a 
large number of Japanese are now 
residing. 

THE RESOLUTION ON natural- 
ization of immigrants created the 
most heated discussion. At one time 
the chairman, A. B. Wood, had to 
tell the delegates to keep away from 
personalities.

CHAIRMAN DENIES ALL

CALGARY, Jan. 10—J. G. Tag- 
gart, chairman of the meat board 
and of the agricultural prices sup- 
port board in an interview Wednes- 
day stated he had no knowledge of 
a contemplated change by the fed- 
eral government from the present 
method of strike mediation and 
conciliation. 


THE QUESTION AROSE from a 
previous interview Wednesday with 
Carl J. Stimpfle, president of the 
Alberta Farmers Union, who stated 
it was his understanding that the 
government planned to switch this 
branch of labor relations over to a 
new department of the RCMP. 

“I have heard nothing regarding 
a proposed change”, Mr. Taggart 
emphasized. 

Questioned regarding a new 
strike threat in meat packing plants 
at Winnipeg yesterday, Mr, Taggart, 
who is also federal controller of 
meat packing plants, said he be- 
lieved “the situation would soon die 
down”, 

MR. TAGGART is in Calgary to 
address the convention of the 
| United Farmers of Alberta, now in 
its third day at the Palliser hotel. 
The meeting, 37th since establish- 
ment of the Union, will end Friday. 

Enlarging on a statement made at 
Vancouver to the effect there was 
no immediate prospect of lifting 
meat rationing regulations in Can- 
ada, Mr. Taggart said:

“There is a big volume in transit, 
but it is being cleared expeditious- 
ly,” he replied. 

DURING THE INTERVIEW it 
was recalled that many recognized 
authorities in recent months had 
stated Canada’s meat exports to 
the United Kingdom were experi- 
encing a reduction due to the 
U.K.’s increased trade with Den- 
mark and Argentina. 

To this Mr. Taggart said Great 
Britain's pre-war normal consump- 
tion of bacon would be about 900,- 
000,000 pounds a year, and at ‘hat 
time Denmark supplied about half 
of that amount. 

“BRITAIN NEVER did get more 
than about 50 per cent of her 
bacon supplies from Denmark,” 
added Mr. Taggart.

Nine Germans 


Who Fled Camps 
- Still at Large 


500 of the 35,000 German prisoners- 
of-war in Canada have escaped 
from prison camps, but only nine 
prisoners are still at large or un- 
accounted for, internment officials 
said last night. 

F THE 500 ESCAPES “only 
about 100 can be termed real es- 
capes”, said an official. The 500 
figure included prisoners who 
broke out of camps and were cap- 
tured within a few minutes or a few 
hours. 

Only one of the nine still at large 
escaped from internment camp, the 
others fled from labor projects. 

Lieut. Walter Manhardt escaped 
from an internment camp in eastern 
Canada on Aug. 8, 1944, and no 
trace of him has yet been found. 
The escape was his second. Late in 
1941 he escaped from a camp near 
Bowmanville, Ont., and was recap- 
tured at Brockville, Ont., when he 
agg a police patrol car for a 


ESCAPING from labor projects 
in eastern Canada between April 
11, 1945, and Nov. 6, were Otto 
Kern, H. Kuelineweg, H. Steoerk, 
Joseph Gall, Willie Breilmann, 
Egon Rosel and R. Diemk. 

The last to escape was H. Huss- 
man who disappeared from an Al- 
berta labor project the day after | 
Christmas, 

Internment officials said that | 
Kuelineweg disappeared May 13, | 
1945, and he is presumed to have 
drowned, but police still are on 
the watch for him. 

POSSIBLY THE most spectacu- | 
lar single escape was that of Baron | 
Franz von Werra, a captain in the | 
German air force, who managed to 
get back to Germany where he was 
subsequently reported to have been 
killed in action. 

Records show two mass escapes | 
—one at Peninsula, Ont., in 1941, | 
and another at Riding Mountain 
National Park in Manitoba in!

“any conception of a Canada that 
is a single political and economic 
unit,” Premier T. C. Douglas of 
Saskatchewan said last night. 

MR. DOUGLAS said that if those 
provinces “which collect large sums 
in income, corporation taxes and 
succession duties refuse to pool 
these funds they will force the re- 
maining provinces to use every 
means at their disposal to tax those 
corporations which have hitherto 
made their money in one province 
and paid their taxes in another.” 

In a statement commenting upon 
Ontario’s stand concerning federal 
Proposals made at the Dominion- 
Provincial conference last August— 
made public Jan. 6 by Premier 
George Drew, Mr. Douglas said: 

“Despite the references in the 
Ontario submission to the need for 
a co-operative spirit in both Domin- 
fon and provincial governments” it 
is quite apparent that that province 
does not intend to yield any of the 
special privileges which it has en- 
joyed by virtue of its position in the 
Canadian economy. 

“The Ontario government is care- 
fully hedged about with a defence 
of certain provincial rights which 
it feels are being assailed by the 
dominion in its desire to obtain 
sole taxing rights in certain fields. 
This is summed up in the state- 
ment, ‘It is axiomatic that the power 
to tax is the power to govern.’ 

“For our part,” Mr. Douglas con- 
tinued, “we would urge that the 
real test of power to govern is the 
power to discharge adequately the 
constitutional responsibilities allo- 
cated to the province. The present 
proposals of the Dominion govern- 
ment calling for the relinquishing 
of certain taxes by the provincial 
government in return for fixed sub-

power for the first time.” 

Saskatchewan “cannot agree” 
that the surrender of certain taxa- 
tion rights means any loss of auth- 
ority for the provinces, neither can 
she agree with the proposals for a 
national adjustment fund.

In the New York area telegraphic ser- 
vice has been suspended by a strike, while 
across the U.S, telephone communication 
has been dislocated by a walk-out of tech- 
nicians, What this means in the disruption 
of business and production it is difficult 
to comprehend, though the general effect 
is apparent. The biggest city on the con- 
tinent is back to the horse and buggy days 
so far as these time-saving services are 
concerned, and in respect to telephone ser- 
vice the same trend extends from one 
coast to the other. 

Add that the U.S. steel industry is 
threatened with a shut-down, that the 
packing industry is in danger of a tie-up, 
and that the major oil refining companies 
are deadlocked in a dispute with their 
employees. The industrial scene there looks 
pretty grim, alike for the public, for the 
corporations concerned, and for the men 
and women who earn a living by keeping 
these enterprises going. 

The cruel paradox is that this situation 
has developed just when it is more than 
ordinarily important that all the machin- 
ery of production and trade should func- 
tion at high speed and without interruption. 
Nothing less can make up the acute short- 
ages, keep down the cost of living, facilitate 
the replacement of dischargees in civilian 
life, prevent inflation, and ease the recon- 
version to peacetime life. 

In Canada we have thus far escaped 
any comparable blockades on the road to 
full peacetime production and employment. 
But we have no heaven-sent immunity 
against the same hindrances. Monkey- 
wrenches could be thrown into the machin- 
ery here just as easily as on the other side 
of the international boundary—and with 
the same disastrous results. Nothing in 
fact will avert this unless people in all 
walks of life realize full employment and 
full production is the only way to secure 
a higher standard of living for everyone.

Arabs Will Wait and See 


Emir Feisal, chief Arabian delegate to 
the Assembly of the United Nations, says 
the Arab League states will await the find- 
ings of the Anglo-American inquiry com- 
mission, rather than raise the question of 
Palestine in the Assembly, 

Something has therefore been already 
gained by President Truman's action in 
associating the United States with Britain 
in making a factual examination of the 
whole situation. Had he not done so, no- 
thing would be much more certain than 
that the Arabs would raise this question 
in the assembly. And nothing could be less 
certain than the outcome, in terms of inter- 
nation and inter-race bitterness, 

A free-for-all debate in the Assembly, 
with most of the delegates only indiffer- 
ently informed on the subject, would be 
much more likely to produce an explosion 
than a rational settlement of the highly 
complicated and highly controversial prob- 
lem, Eventually the United Nations will, 
almost beyond doubt, have to deal with the 
matter. But the Assembly cannot do so 
properly until the fact-finding body has 
presented its report, 

Meanwhile, Feisal pledges the Arabs to 
do nothing officially to aggravate the situ- 
ation, If he and his associates also restrain 
their followers from violence, the interval 
will be a ‘cooling off” period which should 
leave the atmosphere less heavily charged 
with explosives, 


The Farmers Get Together 


Delegates to the U.F.A. convention at 
Calgary voted approval of the proposal to 
amalgamate that organization with the 
Alberta Farmers’ Union and the Alberta 
Federation of Agriculture. The actual 
merger will not take place at once, since 
details have yet to be worked out. But the 
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idea has been officially endorsed by all 
three bodies, and a representative commit- 
tee will go into the particulars, A year 
from now, it is expected, the Federation of 
Agriculture will be the single farm organ- 
ization in existence in Alberta. 

The U.F.A. is the senior of the three 
uniting bodies. It came into existence many 
years ago, in succession to the Society of 
Equity, the pioneer in the field. Under the 
leadership of the late Henry Wise Wood 
the United Farmers reached maximum 
strength in membership and influence. In 
1921 it secured control of the provincial 
legislature, set up a government, and re- 
mained in power until 1935. 

Defeated in that year, the organization 
declared itself out of politics, and devoted 
itself to the promotion of farmer interests 
along non-party lines. This also is the in- 
dicated policy to be followed by the Feder- 
ation, one of the avowed principles of the 
amalgamated body being that it will be 
non-political. | 

That the single organization will have a 

stronger appeal to farmers than any one 
of the three could have as a competitive 
organization is to be supposed. Its posi- 
ion as representing the farming population 
should therefore be clearer, and its in- 
fluence greater, In proportion as it can ad- 
vance the interests of the great basic in- 
dustry of agriculture it will serve also the 
interests of the people of the province in 
general,

National Not Sectional 


Dominion-Provincial Conferees Should Keep This in Mind 
and Remove Inequalities Which in Pre-War 
Days Found West Most Heavily Taxed Area 
By Grant Dexter 


OTTAWA.—Before the war the 
Dominion and the provinces impos- 
ed income and corporation taxes 
and succession duties. The taxes 
varied in form. In Nova Scotia, to 
illustrate, the municipalities, not 
the province, collected the income 
tax. But to the taxpayer the result 
was the same. Whether an indi- 
vidual or a corporation, two taxes 
were paid. 

For reasons inherent in the make- 
up of this country, this duplication 
resulted in gross inequality. While 
the total revenue was not large, the 
taxes weighed much more heavily 
in some sections than in others. 
Canadians who lived in the western 
provinces and who earned middling 
or large incomes had the distinc- 
tion of being about the most highly 
taxed persons in the world. War- 
rant for this statement will be 
found in a recent book on federal 
finance by G., F. Shirras. It will be 
found also in the Sirois report, boo« 
11, page 111. Variation in the per- 
sonal income taxes was extreme. In 
1939 on an income of $3,000 a Cana- 
dian married with no children, in 
Prince Edward Island paid $61.90; 
in Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, 
$30; in Quebec from $30 to $33; in 
Ontario, $44.50; in Manitoba, $77.14; 
in Saskatchewan, $71.50; in Alberta, 

; in British Columbia, $60. Or

THE DOMINION income tax, of 
course, was the same in every prov- 
ince. The variations were due to 
the differing rates imposed by the 
provinces. In the wealthier provin- 
ces a lower rate yielded much more 
revenue than did the extremely 
high rates in the less favored prov- 
inces. Indeed in some of the latter 
the combined Dominion-Provincial 
tax exceeded the total income upon 
which it was levied, if the income 
was sufficiently high, 

These conditions, which also pre- 
vailed in corporation taxes and suc- 
cession duties, made a rational ‘use 
of these progressive taxes imposs- 
ible. To gain essential revenue, the 
less fortunate provinces were com- 
pelled to impose very high taxes. 
The wealthier provinces could get 
along nicely on low taxes. Such a 
situation caused the Dominion gov- 
ernment, in the national interest, 
to limit its taxes to what the tax- 
payer in the less fortunate prov- 
inces could bear, 

Dominion taxes ran like a ribbon 
across the base of the country's 
economy—of equal width every- 
where, Above it the provincia) taxes 
jutted up, like a mountain range. 
The wealthier provinces with low 
rates were the foothills. The less 
fortunate provinces with high rates, 


were peaks that pierced the clouds. 
Yet if all the money needed had 
been raised by one set of Dominion 
taxes, the rates throughout the 
country would have been compar- 
atively low, The burden would have 
been fairly spread and could easily 
| have been borne. 

The reason for doing this was, 
|and is, all the greater because the 
business of this country is not hived 
off into nine provincial compart- 
ments. Nor are Canadians who live 
in the west or in the Maritimes in- 
|ferior in any way to their compat- 
riots in the central provinces, The 
nation’s business Is one business, 


* * * 


THE GREAT POLICIES which 
made Canada—the building of the 
railways and canals and airways; 
the tariff, other and innumerable 
evelopmental measures—were nat- 
fonal not sectional policies, These 
|policies are responsible for the 
growth of the country and the ac- 
cumulation of its wealth in pools. 
Much business done in what are 
now called the less-fortunate pro- 
vinces inures to the profit of the 
central provinces and British Col- 
umbia. The taxes in these wealthier 
provinces, prior to 1941, reaped a 
harvest on business which origin- 
ated outside of their boundaries. 
Most of the great corporations have 
their head offices—their tax-paying 
domicile—in Ontario or Quebec. 

It is plainly in the interest of all 
the provinces that the wealth of 
Canada should be distributed 
fairly; that certain areas should not 
| be drained and the citizens who live 
in them be compelled to accept an 
unreasonably and an unjustly low 
standard of public services. And 
the fairest way of doing this is for 
the central government to Impose 
direct taxes on all individuals and 
businesses and out of the money 
thus raised to correct the inequali- 
ties by way of subsidies to the 
provinces, The amount of the sub- 
sidies should have regard to the 
needs of each province. 

Failure to do this can have no 
other result than to place a great 
and an unnecessary strain on the 
national economy. The Canadians 
in the less-fortunate provinces, no 
doubt, would be the first to feel 
the pinch. But as the economy is 
one, it cannot be hurt in part with- 
out being hurt in whole, Like a 
rope, knotted off into nine sections, 
it cannot be frayed at some points 
without being weakened through- 
out its length, 

For these reasons, there should 
be no conflict between the Domin- 
jon and the provinces regarding 
the possession of these direct taxes. 
It is alike in the interest of the 
Dominion and the provinces that 
there should be but one set of 
national taxes on incomes and 
estates; that the duplication of pre- 
1941 should not recur,

THE VERY FACT that unions are 
demanding from employers that 
they maintain union membership 
and collect union dues, plainly in- 
dicates that many workers are in- 
different to the union and are only 
members by compulsion. 

Trade unions have maintained 
their memberships and _ collected 
their own dues ever since they 
were instituted. Why do they now 
want to place that task and respons- 
ibility upon the employer, to whom 


unions-have been a constant source | 


of disputes and strikes? 

If by “Union Security” disputes 
could be settled more amicably, 
and if workers could be given 
security against loss of wages, and 
employers from the loss of business 
through strikes, then there might 
be some all-round advantage in 
such an arrangement. But experi- 
ence has shown that “Union Secur- 
ity” has not given security against 
strikes or even helped collective 
bargaining. On the contrary, the 
power obtained by labor leaders 
through “Union Security” has rend- 
ered them more dictatorial, and 
there are more and worse strikes 
than ever.

AUSTRALIA IS perhaps the out- 
standing example of the power of 
trade unionism, In that country 
the unions have full financial and 
membership security with the 
closed shop, yet labor disputes 
have increased from year to year, 
and recently Australia 
from the greatest strike in its his- 
tory. 

In spite of “Union Security,” 
or perhaps because of the power 
it has vested in the unions, labor 
disputes increased in Australia 


from 183 in the year 1935 to 570 in | 


1941. The disputes in 1941 in- 


volved 248,107 workers, while this | 


last strike of 1945 alone has put 
586,000 union men out of work. 
Thus while “Union Security” pro- 
vides security 
labor unions and their leaders, it 
gives no security to the workers 
against the loss of jobs. and 
wages, but rather adda to that loss 
by periodically disrupting indus- 
try and the entire life of the 
nation through strikes, 

“Union Security” therefore means 
insecurity for the workers and the 
whole population, It puts into the 
hands of labor unions greater 
power than that of the government.

Dominion’s contribution was almost 
wholly that of supplying raw mater- 
jials. And the credit has been given 
almost entirely io American scien- 
tists with a meagre share to Britain. 

But when Dr. Leo Szilard, of the 
University of Chicago and credited 
with being the first scientist on 
this side of the Atlantic to sense 
that an atomic bomb was possible, 
appeared before Senator Brian Mc- 
Mahon's atomic power committee, 
he declared that without British aid 
America, like Germany, might 
never have developed the bomb 
and that if American workers had 
been allowed to consult with their 
Canadian colleagues the results 
would have been better because 
Canada by itself worked out a sup- 
erior and more efficient system of 
producing plutonium than did the; 
United States. 

Dr. Szilard said that a passion for 
secrecy, even between the scientific 
workers, made it impossible for 
them to realize that light uranium 
could be produced in sufficient 
quantity to make bombs, American 
scientists were compartmentalized 
and could not put two and two to- 
gether. “We might have failed to 
realize that altogether, just as the 
Germans failed to realize it”, said! 
Dr. Szilard, “if we hadn't had the | 
good fortune that the British scien- 
tists were not compartmentalized. 
They were able to put two and two 
together and communicated their 
{conclusions to the United States 
government in the middle of 1941”.

OR. SZILARD ALSO charged! 
that security regulations prevented 
American scientists from discussing | 
techniques 

with their Camadian colleagues who 
thereupon developed a process of 
their own superior to and more 
efficient than the American one. 

Dr. Szilard was one of a large 
number of scientists who came to 

Washington in relays to appear be- 
fore the committee. They have 
been unanimous on two things. One 
is that there is no defence against 
atomic attack. The other is that 
it cannot be kept secret very long. | 
And Dr. Szilard pointed out a third 
thing that startled the committee. 
; It was that in the atomic armament |

almost certain to be beaten, | 

It was an unpalatable statement 
for the committee and the chair- | 
man asked for an immediate tran- 
script of his evidence and declared | 
some aspects of it would have to be 
considered in secret. Dr. Szilard 
has said quite bluntly that an 
atomic armament race with Russia 
was inevitable unless something

Rye Prices Drop 
After Early Rise 


CHICAGO, Jan. 10.—(AP)—Rye fut- 
ures spun around abruptly today under 
pressure of strong demand which 
faded out as profit-takers took over. 

Following word that an eastern fore- 
casting services predicted much high- 
er prices for the May delivery, traders 
excitedly bid prices up to $1.8) a bush- 
el, the highest since early December, 
in initial transactions. The market 
levelled off within a half hour, how- 
ever, and subsequent profit cashing 
turned prices downward 

Although trading was light in other 
grains, the prices followed rye in 
fractional ranges. The almost neglig- 
ible wheat transactions were in the 
new crop months. 

Wheat closed 1, cent lower to % 
higher, corn unchanged at 1.18'% 
ceilings, oats 1, higher to % lower; 
rye unchanged to 11, lower, barley 
unchanged to 1% higher.

Jet-Powered Planes’ 
Tested by U. S. Navy 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10—(AP)— 
The United States Navy last night 
announced development of its first 
exclusively jet - powered fighter 
plane for carrier operation. Its top 
speed exceeds 500 miles an hour. 

Designated the FD-1 “phantom” 
the plane was designed and built 
by the McDonnell Aircraft Corpo- 
ration, St. Louis, Mo. 

Despite its high speed, the “phan- 
tom has a landing gait comparable 
to conventioal carrier-based fight- 
ers, making “wave-offs” feasible. 

The plane, extensively flight- test- 
ed, has a service ceiling of “well 
over seven miles,” the navy said. 

PRIMARILY DESIGNED as an 
interceptor, it has an extremely 
high rate of climb and a range of 
approximately 1,000 miles. 

“This plane,” the navy announce- 
ment said, “constitutes a_ signifi- 
cant milestone in the history of 
neval aviation as it opens the field 
of carrier operation to the all-jet 
interceptor.” 

Power is furnished by the twin 
axial-flow Westinghouse turbo - jet 
engines built into the wing roots. 
The engines, of exclusive American 
design, contain no long scoops or 
ducts. For conditions where take-off 
assistance is needed, either standard 
carrier catapults or jato (jet-assist- 
ed take-off) units may be used.

Other allocations to the UNO 
committees will be made later if 
Canada is given seats on the sec- 
urity council and the commission 
on atomic energy control. 

ON THE SIX committees which 
Canadian delegate studied yester- 
day, all 51 of the United Nations 


will be represented. 


Mr. St, Laurent will serve on the 
political and security committee. 
Hume Wrong, associate undersec- 
retary of the external affairs de- 
partment; Escott Reid, first secret- 
ary of the Canadian embassy in 
Washington; C. S. Ritchie of the ex- 
ternal affairs department and J. W. 
Holmes of Canada House staff will 
act on the same committee.

is slated for the economic and fi- 
nancial committee, along with 
Gordon Grayson, Conservative 
member of the House of Commons 
for Peel; Louis Rasminsky, alter- 
native chairman of the foreign ex- 
change control board; A. V. Rive, 
acting official secretary of Canada 
House, and Douglas Lepan, of Can- 
ada House staff.

THERE ARE, however, several 
facts about this question: which 
should be kept in mind before it is 
criticized too severely. In the first 
place nearly 1,000,000 men and 

| women served in one or another of 
| Cenada’s armed forces in this war. 
Of these a little more than half 
saw overseas service. 

Surveys conducted among ser- 
vice personnel awaiting discharge 
have indicated that about 16 per 
cent of them hoped to get govern- 
ment jobs. In other words, on ‘the 
basis of the 1,000,000 service per- 
sonnel this means that about 160, 
of them want government jobs. On 
the basis of those with overseas 
service only, the percentage would 
be higher and there will be nearly 
100,000 of them who want govern- 
ment jobs. 

FROM THIS it is obvious that a 
preference which applies to half- 
a-million persons, of whom 100,000 
expect to get it, is no preference 
at all. To extend it to include the 
full million, of whom 150,000 would 
want it, would mean that the pre- 
ference would become absolutely 
meaningless as far as individual ap- 
plicants were concerned. This is

Mr. Stevenson related that scores 
of letters of appreciation have come 
to Canadian Scout groups from 
Scout victory gardeners in Britain, 
who were supplied with hundreds 
of pounds of choice garden seeds 
by Canadian Scouts last spring. At 
the present time another campaign 
is under way to provide seeds for 
British gardens, in an effort to al- 
leviate the distressing food short- 
ages in that country. 

THE BOARD CHAIRMAN ex- 
pressed the conviction that scouting 
in this country was headed for an 
era of tremendous expansion. For 
three successive years there has 
been a healthy increase in member- 
ship, which at the end. of 1945 stood 
at approximately 95,000. With the 
return of former Scout leaders 
from the armed services, expansion 
during the current year was ex- 
pected to be very substantial. 

Canadian scouting would wel- 
come three distinguished visitors 
during the present year, Mr. Stev- 
enson announced. In early spring 
they would be greeting the new 
Chief Scout for Canada, Viscount 
Alexander, governor-general desig- 
nate.

Of Restrictions 
On Education 


The key to a solution of Alberta's 
educational problems is a removal 
of financial restrictions which 
would allow divisional boards to 
provide all the improvements with- 
in the realm of possibility, Hon. R. 
E. Ansley, provincial minister of 
education, said here Thursday, 

MODERN SCHOOL buildings, a 
greater variety of equipment and 


more specialized instruction are es- 
sential to make the fullest improve- 
ment in the present education sys- 
tem, the minister said. 

He expressed belief that im- 
proved school van service and 
greater dormitory accommodations 
are needed to give all rural pupils 
the desired type of high school 
training. 

“THE WELFARE of school child- 
ren is dependent on procuring the 
best possible teachers,” he declared. 
“This requires attracting the most 
promising students into the pro- 
fession and retaining them in this 
important service.” In _ addition, 
“further increases in salaries are 
essential.” 

Mr. Ansley stated that the policy 
being pursued by the Alberta de- 
partment of education is “ a very 
definite policy of giving adequate 
recognition to the basic principles 
of Christianity and democgacy.” 

HOWEVER, THE policy cannot 
be carried out successfully by the 
department alone, and urged both 
the co-operation of teachers and all 
other educationalists supported 
wholeheartedly by the parents, 

Mr. Ansley appealed to the par- 
ents to take stock of the part they 
are playing in giving their child- 
ren the Christian and democratic

REGINA, Jan. 10—(CP)—An an- 
nouncement that a Regina service 
club has adopted the Regina junior 
band has brought to light the fact 
this city possesses perhaps the only 
civilian woman band conductress 
in Canada.

THE ARCHBISHOP said that 


the time to really begin to work for 
religion.”

“It may interest you to know 
that I believe in the devil.”

He was to 
take the Sunday morning service, 
but his train, scheduled to arrive 
at 7 a.m., did not arrive until 11:30 
a.m. He was rushed to the church, 
but the service had, of course, al- 
ready begun. He did not know 
until he asked an elder, that war 
had been declared. Upset, he could 
think of nothing to say, and when 
he reached the pulpit, his first 
words were, “How would you like 
to be a preacher today?” 

THE PARISH hall was packed 
to capacity to hear the Primate 
speak. He praised the older mem- 
bers of the women’s organizations 
for their long and faithful work for 
the church, and expressed pleasure 
at the number of younger women 
who managed to come to the meet- 
ings.

Claims Farmers 
Took War Part 
Under Handicap

RED DEER, Jan, 10.—“Agricul- 
ture and Its Relationship to the 
National Economy” was the sub- 
ject of a well-informed address de- 
livered by F. D. Shaw, MP, Red 
| Deer, at the annual “farmers’ night” 
| banquet of the Red Deer Board of 
Trade at the Buffalo hotel, Wed- 
nesday evening. 

Reviewing agriculture as the 
backbone of Canada's national ec- 
onomy, the speaker said that farm- 
ers entered the war picture under 
a handicap. They had had a de- 
cade of poor prices and shrinking 
credit, but during the whole course 
of the war, had done their part 
nobly. 

WHILE MARKETS had been 
lively and prices improving, oper- 
ating expenses, taxation and living 
costs had increased in proportion. 
| The farms had been run largely by 
the older men when their sons and 
farm help had gone into the ser- 
vices. Nearly everybody was 
agreed that agriculture did not re- 
ceive its fair return and even those 
who differed in their definition of 
parity were agreed that farmers 
were not getting parity prices, he 
said. : 

MR. SHAW believed that farm 
income for taxation purposes 
should be computed over a term 
of years, instead of strictly on the 
current year.

While the travelling public is

A 
guest at the Macdonald hotel, he 
will leave the city Thursday eve- 
ning for Saskatoon, He was accom- 
panied here by J. W. Dawson, dis- 
trict passenger agent in Calgary, 
Both officials conferred with the 
railway's Edmonton management 
during their stay here. 

Mr. Hoarder expected the travel 
situation, so far as the civilian pub- 
lic is concerned, to tighten some- 
what toward the end of this month, 
with an estimated 51,000 troops 
slated for transportation over the 
company's western lines. There 
will be about 28,000 overseas vet- 
erans handled between Jan. 15 and 
17, and another 23,000 between Jan. 
27 and 31, Mr. Hoarder explained.

Mr., Hoarder described the Can- 
adian public as “most co-operative” 
in connection with the strong de- 
sire of the government, the railway 
lines, the soldiers and the people 
themselves, to get the troops to 
their homes. “We have to give these 
men the service”, the official re- 
marked.
